A series of experiments conducted during 
this autumn at Sparta, IIL, 
mined there, has just terminated. 
were under the direction 
who claims to have pro- 
|} duced in the common type of coking oven, 
which is known the beehive, metaiiur- 
gical coke from the coals near Sparta with- 
out the use of any apparatus or 
patented device. 

Illinois, Indiana and Missouri coals have 
been classed by experts as noncokeable be- 
cause of their large percentage of sulphur. 
Joseph Leiter of Chicago employed experts 
in coal and chemistry to experiment with 
Illinois coal and produced by the use of 
special apparatus coke that compared fa- 
vorably with coke from Connellsville, Pa., 
which is the standard. Dr. R. 5S. Moss was 
employed by Mr. Leiter during these ex- 
periments and at their close underiook at 
Sparta to demonstrate that the special ap- 
paratus was unnecessary. 

He claims that he has produced a coke 
at Sparta that compares favorably with 
Connellsville in strength, cell structure, 
percentage of sulphur and ash. Light coke 
has been produced from Illinois coal before, 
but none save that made in the Leiter oven 
that was adapted to metallurgical uses. 
Blast furnaces ‘have been compelled to rely 
upon the Connellsville district for coke 
which Dr. Moss says may be produced in 
common ovens anywhere in the coal region 
around 8t. Louls. 


BRAINS, NOT 
BRAWN ALONE. 

‘“‘My experiments have demonstrated that 
brains and not a special oven is needed to 
make coke from Illinois coal,’’ says Dr. 
Moss. “The oven must be watched by a 
man who has some knowledge of chemistry 
and the laws of combustion; not by a com- 
mon laborer. If a man who has made coke 
in the Collinsville region should wuwnder- 
take to make coke of Illinols coal he would 
produce only breeze or dust. He would not 
get his oven hot enough and he would carry 
the coking too far or not far enough. 

“A coke for metallurgical purposes must 
first be low in sulphur and phosphorus; 
not too low, neither too high, in ash: must 
be regular in cell structure and crushing 


strength-—--so as to be able to ho'd the 
burden of ore in the furnace; it must not 
absorb the hot gases ascending the fur- 
nace sufficiently to produce combustion un- 
til it reaches the zone of fusion: in fact. It 
must remain in a noncombustible condition 
until it reaches the zone of fusion. Numer. 
ous attachments have been made to the 
existing form of oven, all with a view to 
roduce a coke as above described. Some 
ave been fairly successful; others, of 
course, have failed. but all have added 
to the cost of construction and operation.

desulphurtz! ng high sulphur coals; the 
wert already alone means that 8t. Louls 
and its amemate vicinity can obtain its 
own coke fro its own coal at seve a! 
dollars less per ton than the Connellsville 
presver thus enabling one to open up the 
mense deposits of iron ore found in 
ewes and produce steel cheaper than 
mate anywhere west of P'tts- 

In the making of coke coal is crushed to 
small pleces and thrown into an oven of 
fire-brick, which its heated to the white 
point. The lower oper'ng of the oven Is 
sealed and the gases pass out of the open- 
ing at the top. This is the simple method 
in the Connellsville district. Dr. Moss found 
it necessary to wash and desulphur'ze the 
Tl'inots coal before putting it In the oven.

ng end noncoking coal does not depend 
upon processes, but upon an intelligent 
manipulation of the same. Some coals, an 
these are high In heavy hydrocarbons, re- 
main in a state of fusion much longer than 
others. The relation !s in the direct ratio 
of the lighter as compared with the heavier 
hydrocarbons, and while the secret of this 
manipulation, if euch it may be termed. has 
now been discovered it is only in line with | 
the rapid progress and development being 
made in this country, and especially the | 
West. as compared with the old-fashioned 
methods of accepting just what nature of- 
fered us without at fempting to change its 
form and structure.’ 

The ovens used in his experiments at 
Sparta were bullt by St. Louls men five 
years ago and have never been used be- 
cause of the fallure made i[n the first tria's.

TWO TRUST COMPANIES HAVE 
THE READY CASH. 


Lake Erie and Detroit River Railroad 
Will Also Be Acquired—The West 
Again Checkmates Eastern 
Capital—Boston Inter- 

ests Are All Sold. 


It is reported that the Frisco management 
has effected another coup and gained in ad- 
dition to Chicago another lake port. 

Control of the Pere Marquette Railway, 
running from Toledo and Detroit to Man- 
istee, Mich., and La Crosse, Ind., was yes- 
terday announced to have at last been se- 
cured by 2 syndicate of prominent St. 


Louisans, embraced in the directorates of 
the St. Louis Union and Mississippi Valley 
Trust companies. 

It is understood that the date for the 
formal transfer of stock. has already been 
set and that arrangements have been made 
for the exchange of 70,000 shares out of 
245,577 on the basis of $85 per share, 

The purchases were made from Boston 
interests which have been connected with 
the road for years, headed by the stock 
exchange firm of F. H. Prince & Co. The 
road is considered of exceptional value 
on account of its strategical position and 
has several times been sought after by 
some of the eastern trunk lines, which did 
not, however, make sufficiantly attractive 
oiters for the stockholdings. 

It is said, however, that the first trans- 
fer of 70,000 shares—including common and 
preferr:d shares, mostly the former, which 
represents voting power—is but the fore- 
runner of further large purchas¢s, the so- 
culled Crapo interests, of which W. W. 
Crapo, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee is the head. hav. ey been approacnéd 
with a proposition to sell, and it was posi- 
tively stated last night that an answer 
would be returned fn the next few days.

Cowley is responsible for this. Lady Har- 
topp has been long before the public. Ve 
fe a famous beauiy, eldem daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Wilson of Warter 
Priory, Yorkshire. Her sisters are the 
Countess of Chesterfield, Mrs. Guy Fair- 
fax and Miss Gladys Wileon, of striking 
loveliness and among the most popular 
members of London society. They are 
cousins of Muriel Wilson.

“Give my respects to the Americans 
through the Post-Dispatch,” said Senator 
Thygeson to the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent, who cailed to interview the oldest 
living statesman in active work, now 37 
yeais old. “i hope they will not be too 
angry with me because I voted not to sell 
the Danish West Indies to the Unsted 
States.

“Well, | was born jn Norway in 1806, 
seven years pefore Norway and Denmark 
were parted.

That was quite 
an event In those days, and we traveled all 
the way in a stage coach. I think the jour- 
ney from Copenhagerf to Paris took about 
three weeks.

MUDDLED AND MISMANAGED 


LONDON LIABILITIES $30,000,000, 
WITH ASSETS OF $1,900.000. 


Exposure by the St. James Gazette Ex- 
cites No Feeling or Talk of In- 
quiry, Because It Is Well 
Known the Latter Would 
Be Useless.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—In view of of the su- 
perior and censorjous attitude adopted by 
the British press toward municipal mis- 
management and corruption in other coun- 
tries, its supine indifference to the flourish- 
ing of corruption in British cities is per- 
haps somewhat surprising. Here are a few 
recent disclosures: 

The cream of the business of the British 
Empire, and especialy of tRe financial part, 
is supposed to be in the City of London. Yet 
the most astonishing exposure has just 
been made of systematic muddling and 
mismanagement, arousing suspicion of cor- 
ruption in the administration of the finanre 
clal affairs of the city corporation. 

The liabilities of the corporation are 
placed at $30,000,000 and the assets at $1,- 
900,000. Its reserve fund has disappeared. 
Its expenses for the cost of civil govern- 
ment, including the Guild Hall feasts, are 
steadily rising. 


St. James Gazette 
Makes Full Exposure. 

The St. James Gazette, a conservative 
newspaper, which makes this exposure, 
says that although the corporation only 
sets aside $75,010 annually toward the liqul, 
dation of its liabilities, by careful manage- 
ment it could produce at any time two dol- 
lars for every one dollar of debt. 

Its Mabilities are loans, many raised at 
the high rate of 4 per cent interest. One 
for $420,000, raised 60 years ago, has a bal- 
avte of $118,000 still outstanding. Another, 
raised 50 years since, of $2,000,000, has $1,- 
590,000 still owing. Another for $215,000, 
raised 47 years ago,'is still owing in full. 

It is estimated that at the mresent rate 
of repaying the cerporailon would take 20 
years to pay off the loan raised for city 
market improvements. 

When loans for fixed periods fall due they 
are renewed hy raising a fresh loan, an 
expensive, wasteful operation, often in- 
volving the paying of heavy commissions 
to financial houses having. representatives 
in the corparation. 


An Inquiry 
Would Be Useless. 

But perhaps the most remarkable feature 
of the whole affair is that tpis exposure 
excites no feeling beyond perh some ree- 
seentment that a conservative paper should 
arraign a conservative institution. No in- 
quiry is even talked about, because the 
London corporation has so big a pull with 
the present government that it would be 
of no use to demand one, 

Another ugly scandal has been disclosed 
recently in connection with paying con- 
tracts under the corporation of the City 
of Westminster. The citizen who made the 
accusations was threatened with a Itbel 
suit. but when he filed bis evidence in jus- 
tification the suit was dropped and thee 
Westtninster corporation whitewashed it- 
self appointing to investigate the 
charges a committee of its own members, 
which, of course, declared them ground- 
less. 

A libel suit fe. now belng tried In a Lon- 
don court which was broveht by a Man- 
chester theater manager against a member 
of the Manchester corporation who opposed 
the renewing of the manager’s license on 
the ground that the theater was used for 
immoral purporces The evidence showed 
that the Manchester pclice, tnctuding the 
officers, ‘“‘stood in’ with the theater man- 
ager.

Mrs. Henrietta Cecilia Gibson -is 
daughter of Benno Wolf, a wealthy 
merchant of Providence, R. I. 

Mr. Gibson had lived in New York at ir- 
regular intervals, his original home being 
in Cincinnati. 

In recent years he had spent some time 
in the South on account of ill health, and 
his recent marTase, took place where he 
died, Asheville, 

Mr. Gibson's wife a one of the victims 
of the Windsor Hotel fire in New York City | 
in 1899. She was a Miss Goodhue of Cin- 
cinnati. Mr. Gibson was greatly devoted 
to her, and the tragedy broke his health 
and sent him into a decline, from which he 
never completely: rallied.

Mrs. Elizabeth Pendleton Aglar was given 
permission to change her name to Eliza- 
beth Pendleton de Agullar. She is a daugh- 
ter of Capt. Slattery, the St. Louis pio- 
neer who was drowned a number of years 
ago. 

Depositions from several members of the 
family established the fact that when 
Firancisco de Agullar, the first member 
of the family to come to America, arrived 
in Boston he found the appellation of De 
Aguilar too long and cumbersome to sult 
his purposes and he shortened his name to 
Aglar. 

Since then the family name has ‘been 
Agiar. Until recently no inconvenience 
resuited from the use of the Anglicized 
form of the name, but a short time ago 
i@ is said the family was apprised of es- 
tates In Spain which were to descend to 
the eldest male gocion of the De Aguilar 
family. 

Spanish law is nothing if not particular, 
and the name Aglar was not De Aguilar, 
acording to legal rights of King Alfonso's 
country. In addition to the monetary mo- 
tives for virocuring a change of 
name, it is also asserted that 
the nama of De Agullar has 
been an honored one in Spain for many 
generations, and resumption of it is sure 
to confer honar upon its possessors, spe- 
cially if they ever happen to visit Spain.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—Isaac N. 
Selignian of the New York banking house 
of Seligman & Co., called on President 
Rooseveit today to present a proposition he 
is considering for the payment of Venezu- 
ela’s debts. He was accompanied by Sen- 
ator Hanna, who took part in the discus- 
sion. 

Venezuela owes citizens of France, Eng. 
land and Germany about $25,000,000, of which 
sum $15,000,000 is in German claims. It is 
these claims which are causing the threat- 
ened demonstration against Venezuela by 
England and Germany. 

Mr. Seligman's plan is said to include 
the taking up of all these claims and the 
acceptance of néw Venezuelan bonds as se- 
curity for the principal, interest and com- 


mission. 

It is said that, with satisfactory encour- 

ement, he would go even further and as- 

st or superintend the reorganization of 
Ventenetn' s entire financial system. 

This would include the settiement of the

MANNER OF POLICE 


BUARD'S ORD 


Replied in Warm Terms to 
Message Delivered by 
Chief Kiely. 


HARMONY OBTAINED LATER 


OPEN RUPTURE ALMOST CAUSED 
BY MISUNDERSTANDING. 


Order Was That All Demands Upon the 
Police Department by City and 
State Must Be Made in 
Writing. 


The information became public yester- 
day that through the misunderstanding of 
a police board order or resolution, friction 
and almost an open rupture was created 
between Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk 
and the police department. 

It was of brief duration, however, and 
alniost immedjate explanations resulted 
in a satisfactory undorstanding. Both Mr. 
Folk and Chief of Police Kiely Aeciaire 
that their offices are now working in 
harmony. 

The matter came about in this wise. On 
the day after election Pres:dent Harry B. 
Hawes of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners telephoned to Chief Kielv to the 
effect that hereafter all requesta for po- 
lice details must be communicated in writ- 
ing, and the chief was directed to so in- 
form the variows departments. 

Chief Kiely obeyed instructions and 
eventualiy appeared in Circuit Attorney 
Folk's office to report the order. 

It is said that the order’ as repeated by 
Chief Kiely was that hereafter any re- 
quests of an official nature would have to 
be made in writing and the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners would thereupon de- 
termine whether they would be complied 
with. 

There appeared, it is said, to be an inti- 
mation in the order, as delivered, that 
the board and therefore the police depart- 
ment- might or might not obey the circuit 
attorney’s orders as it saw fit. 


ORDER STRUCK HOME. 
The imaginary shaft struck home, but it 


rebounded with impetuosity. Mr. Folk ac- 
cepted the statement as an affront to him 
personally. 

He immediately 
hat when he isued an order im the line of 
official duty it would be obeyed and that the 
only communication in writing from the 
jcircuit attorney's office to the police de- 
partment would be in the form of indict- 
ts for the heads of the local constabu- 
lary. 

Chief Kiely at Mr. Folk’s request trans- 
mitted the purport of the message to Mr. 
Hawes. Then the chief of police made a 


j second visit to Mr. Folk, but it is said he 


accomplished nothing toward an amicable 
set lement.

ALMOST READY FOR THE VASTLY IMPORTANT TEST

‘GLACE BAY, Cape.Breton, Nov. 29.—At 
@ius moment, when wireless telegraphy ap- 
pears to be upon the threshold of practical, 
commercial success, Sig. Marconi makes a 
most important and interesting statement 
fo the representative of the Post-Dispatch. 


‘He said, in answer to a question tonight: 


“No, I do not think our system will be 
a serious rival to either ocean or land 
telegraphy. I would say that it would 


@ventually become an auxiliary to it and 


that the successful transaction of business 
Over sha will tend to stimulate cable busi- 
ness urider the sea. 

“Tt is possible that the fact of our sys- 
tem -being cheaper may militate to some 
extent against the other, thotgh I do not 
think it will to any great degree. 

“That is a matter for the future, and 
will depend wholly upon the success of 
our system. In Canada we work in con- 
function with the Dominion government 
making use of their land wires.” 

Mr. Marconi said that when the success 
ef the Table Head station was assured, the 
proposal erecting land stations throughout 
Canada would be immediately undertaken. 

It was for thie purpose that the Canadian 
company was organized at Toronto the oth- 
ér day with a capital of $500,000. 

The company is given power to acquire 
the patents of the Marconi system and ap- 
ply them for use in Canada, 

Mr. Marcon! said he would fcliow out 
the same lines in the United States as he 
will in Canada. 


LAND STATIONS TO BE BUILT. 

After perfecting the station at Cape Cod 
and the érection of a new one at San 
Francisco, intervering land stations will 
be buift and put into operation, so that 
in a few years time he expects to have the 
whole continent dotted with stations and 
wireless messages ‘‘flashed” in every direc- 
tion and for all practical purposes. 

“Ia the meantime,” continued Mr. Mar- 
coni, “we e@hall establish numerous sta- 
tions in Europe, Asia and Africa, and

Just as suon as the station at Cape Cod 
ie thoroughly equipped and placed in com- 
munication with Table Head, and possibly 
Poldhu, a station will be erected on Sable 
Island, the graveyard of the Atlantic 
ocean, and Mr, Marconi thus hopes to be 
in a position to remove the great danger 
attending merchant shipping approachirg 
that perfionus spot. 

Mr. Marconi again confirmed the state- 
ment that messages had been received on 
board the Carlo Alberto at Sydney, ‘rom 
Poldhu, but declined at present to give the 
text of these messages. 


GREETING TO THE KING. 

The first to be sent will be greetings from 
Lord Minto, the governor-general of Cana- 
da, to King Bdadward VII. This will be fol- 
lowed by greetings to the King of Italy, and 
the third will be from the mayor of ‘the 
town of Glace Bay to the mayor of Corn- 
wall. Thus will be set in operation the 
Marcon! system of wireless telegraphy. 

Tablehead, where Marconi’s station is 
located, is the most eastern point on the 
continent and rises to the sheer height of 
nearly a hundred feet from the level of the 
sea. It has a magnificent situation and 
the four towers that now crown Its sum- 
mit may be seen for miles out at sea. These 
‘owers were completed a few weeks ago, 
when the work of installing the necessary 
apparatus was begun. They are 225 feet in 
height. 

Numerous have been the attempts made 
by newspaper correspondents to gain ac- 
cess to the long building, known as the 
operating room, and which contains the 
Instruments and such apparatus as wil! be 
used in connection with this _ station. 
Guarded as jealously as was the Golden 
Fleece of old, no one is permitted even to 
approach its portals. 

With the fall of eventide an armed sen- 
tinel begins his rounds within the sacred 
fence, beyond whose pale no person save 
those immediately connected with the sta- 
tion ever reached. The visitor is summartly 
brought to a standstill by the sonorous 
voice of the guard with the challenge: 
“Who goes there?’’ Brought thus to a sud- 
den halt, he ts told to return to his kind, 
for as yet the decree stands that no one 
shall enter there, and with the clank of his 
heavy boots the Peter of the Marconi sta- 
tion pursues his rounds. 


IN THE MYSTERIOUS ROOM. 

By special permission of Mr. Marconi 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent was to- 
day permitted to Inspect the mysteries of 
the operating room. There is little to be 
seen that would be of interest to the 
lay mind. Storage batteries, instruments 
of peculiar make and construction, and 
wires cornprise in general the equipment of 
this room, adjoining which it the power 
house. To the wniniated the interior ar- 
rangements are as speechiess as the Mar- 
coni messeges are wireless. Everything 
appears to be placed in its position with 
scientific exactitude. Mr. Marconi is as- 
sisted in his work at present by five or 
six operators. Morning, noon and night 
these men are kept busy, testing and ex- 
perimenting with the apparatus both in- 
side and out. This is necessitated by the 
additions ahat ere being made day by 
day. 

The station at Table Head was built by 
the Dominion government at a cost of 
$200,000. It comprises four towers of creo- 
sote timber rising now to the hetght of 225 
fect. Adding to this height that of the 
land. and the tops of Marcon!'s towers 
are about 300 feet above the level of the 
sea. Wach tower consiate of four columns, 
connected with: a lattice work of arcosote 
pine and furthor strengthened by steel oa- 
bles anchored to the ground. The towers 
are so placed as to form the corners of A 
square, the sides of which are 210 feet 
long. The to®ers are connected with one 
another by steel cables, rising from the 
roof of the operating room, erected in 
the center of the hollow square formed by 
the towers. are several spiral-sapped w'res, 
and from theese run the electrical equipment 
upon which Mr.. Maroon! depends fcr the 
success of wireless telegraphy. 


THE BRIDGE OF WIRES. 

Near to the top of the towers is a hort- 
zontal bridge of wires, by which every 
tower is connécted with its neighbor. Fif- 
ty copper cables composed of seven strands 
each reach from each connecting wire to 
the operating room. There are thus 140 
wires in all used, the object of having so 
many being to secure a larger amount of 
surface for a given amount of coprer. 

The solitary “vertical wire’ of the ortgi- 
nal Marconi experiments is thus found to 
be vastly multiplied, the object befng to 
procure a larger voltage and thus develop 
longer waves. 
| The secret of the apparatus used is 
‘known only to Mr. Marcon! and his operat- 
ore and such of the directors as have 
| visited the station. It can present nothing 
‘intelligible to the obeerver not yet & 
‘member of the Marcon! craft and he comer 
| away just as much informed by staring 
| blindly at the tall towers and the intrt- 
cate network of wires woven between 
‘them as he would were he permitted to see 
the workings of the tnmner temple. The elec- 
trical equipment is both elaborate and ex- 
pensive. While this station is comparative- 
\y a duplicate of the one at Cornwall stiil 
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e| ENABLING ACT” 


Jt Is Likely to Be Only New 
State Admitted. 


HAS 400000 INHABITANTS 


CLAIMS OF ARIZONA AND NEW 
MEXICO LESS STRONG. 


“Omnibus’’ Bill Favored by House, 
Now Before Senate Committee Pro- 
vides for Admission of Three 
Territories Together,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—With Oklila- 
homa, Arizona and New Mexico clamoring 
for admission to statehood, Congress may 
be forced into taking seme action atthe 
coming session. ‘There is little or no ob- 
jection to the admission of Oklahoma, but 
senators and representatives are not so 
favorably inclined toward Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

During the last session the delegates from 
each of ths three territories agrecd to 
work to have all three of none admitted. 
They secured a favorable report from the 
House committee on territorice for an 
“omnibus” bill gwranting admission to all, 
and forced ths bill. It is now before the 
Senate committee on territories, of which 
Senator Keveridge is chairman. 

Politics frequently plays a strong part In 
the admission of a territory to statehood, 
particularly if a dominant party has only a 
small majority in the Senate and the ter- 
ritory askine to be admitted is in sym- 
pathy with that party. It is largely in the 
Senate that a new state secures its best 
representation. Under the constitution tg ts 
entitled to two senators. the same as the 
great state of New York. though it may 
only have a population la: ge enough to elect 
one representative. 

The constitution does not prescribe any 
special qualification regarding the admission 
of a territory to statehood. All that ts re- 
quired is that Congress shall be convinced 
of the ability and character of the people 
properly to maintain and support a state 
government. 


CONSTITUTION COMES FIRST. 
Territories have been adm'tted to state- 
hood when they had a population of less 


than 40,000. 

Congress is being importuned by the dele- 
gates from Oklahoma, Arizona and New 
Mexico to es an “‘enabling act.’’ Th's 
will be authority for the governor of the 
territory to call_.g constitutional] convention 
for the preparation of a state constitution.

25,000 PERSONS SAW THE GAN 


Grover Cleveland Was Conspicuous 


President Roosevelt Did not Attend but His Daughter, 
Alice, Was an Enthusiastic Onlooker--Great Array — 
of Social and Official Life. 
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CROWD SANG THROUGHOUT THE GAME 


BY CHARLES CHADWICK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—The comman- 
der-in-chief of the army and navy was not 
present when the two mighty arms of the 
service met in battle array on Franklin 
Field. But when the smoke of battle 
cleared away, with the army a victor by a 
score of 22 to 8 in the football game with 
the naval academy, it was a former com- 

mander-in-chief of the army and navy who 
declared to those around him: 

“A gallant struggle. The country should 
be safe in the hands of those young men.” 

It was Grover Cleveland who made this 
observation, and for the first time in his 
life he saw the army and navy play foot- 
ball. 

With the absence of President Roosevelt 
noted, it seemed that official Washington 
had moved to Philadelphia. 

There was enough gold braid and orders 
to supply a European court; there were 
enough officers to command an army or an 
armada. 

The cabinet could have almost mustered a 
quorum, the House and Senate could have 
shown enough for a respectable vote, and 
as for foreign powers, ambassadors, min- 
isters, attaches and secretaries, they were 
‘| fairly tumbling over each other. The only 
member of the President's family present 
was his daughter, Migg Alice Roosevelt, 
and she headed a list of the socially proml- 
nent which embraced a score of cities. 

A GREAT CROWD. 

Philadelphia was a vortex of bustling 
humanity from early until late at night. 


Hotels, theaters, dlubs, cars and streets were 
jammed and such excitement has not been 
seen here in many a day. It was a perfect 
day and the whole city was a mass of 
color reflected from the gorgeous uniforms 
and flashing swords.

French ‘Turfmen, Recently 
Arrived, Says American 
Jockeys Are Not 
Blamed. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Eugene Fischof, 
the noted French turfman who has just ar- 
rived in this country, may decide to race 
some of his thoroughbreds here next sea- 
son. He has some fine steeplechasers which 
he thinks could beat many of the American 
timber-toppers. Speaking on the subject, 

r. Fischoff says: 

“f am thinking seriously, and I speak as 
confidently as a man can so far in advance, 
of bringing 10 or 12 of my best horses here 
in the spring. I am not the only foreigner 
with the same ideas. 

‘Your steeplechases and hurdle racés are 
not on a par with this sport in France. 
Neithér can England compare with us. 
English and American horses jump too 
high. The French trained animal may touch 
the obstacles, but he sails over, and it 
means an advantage of five lengths on the 
jump. Our jumpers are better horses and 
they are highly valued.*’ 

Mr. Fischhof said that there is consid- 
erable indignation in Paris over the treat- 
ment to which the American jockeys, 
Henry and Reiff, have been subi ed.

Picking all-American football] teams is 
the latest rage of the football critics. It is 
born of the closa of the season and the 


is hypothetical and that the correctness of 
the selection can never possibly be demon- 


strated. 

There is an element of usefulness in the 
habit, however, in that it brings to light 
certain players who are unanimously 
chosen as the best in their positions 
throughout the country. For example, there 
is not a selection made yet that does not 
include Yale's big guard, Glass; and Ve 
Witt of Princeton, on account of his ex- 
cellent kicking and line playing, would 
doubtless be chosen by every one. 

Euilding an all-American team of stars, 
however, upon the basis that it could step 
in and beat any eleven in the country is 
in some measure a fallacy. While individ- 
uals are the foundation of a team, the 
interworkings of the men, which can only 
come from constant association and train- 
ing as a team, forms an important factor. 
Knowledge of temperament, peculiarities 
of play, and to what extent the other 
players can be relied upon to do certain 
things are necessary to each individual and 
to success.

Wealth Is Estimated at $500,000, but 
May Be More—He Is Reticent and 
Will Not Talk of His Ven- 
tures or Accumulations.

ENTERPRISE, Kan., Nov. 2.—A few 
days ago the members of a small Swedish 
conference sitting near here were sur- 
prised to receive a letter from Peter H. 
formerly a missionary on a 
trifling salary, saying that he had sent to 
the treasurer his check for $25,000 to assist 
them bulld a college. Incidentally it was 
mentioned that he would have sent it 
sooner. but some entanglements with for- 
mer bequests of similar amounts had de- 
layed him. It wae characteristic of the 
man to whom the past half decade has 
been like a ‘fairy tale and who, at legs 
than # years of age, finds himself with a 
vast fortune. 

From a farm, then a missionary, he has 
become the wealthiest man in central 
Kansas and is making good wse of his 
wealth. He is known as ‘“‘Klondike Ander- 
gon,"" yet to none is notoriety less wel- 
come. He avolds prominence and lives his 
own life. Even here where he spent his 
boyhood his visits are eo quiet that few 
know of his coming and goihg. He re- 
turned from Europe the other day and in 
a few hours left for Seattle to meet ships 
irom Cape Nome and his visit got only 
three lines ‘n the local paper. 


A KANSAS FARM LAD’S 
EARLY TRIBULATIONS. 


our miles southeast of this town, which 
is a thrifty German settlement with mills 
and ghops for its industries, is the largest 
Swede settlement in this section. It ranks 
next to that at Lindsborg, in central Kan- 
sas, A hundred Swedish families, more or 
less, live on prosperous farms, the rock 
from ledges in that vicinity having fur- 
nished the material for severa] stone farm- 
houses, a rerity in Kansas. 

The family of A. Auderson is one of 
thére. The father is a typical Swede, 
with twinkling cyes that tell of his love 
of a joke. He siands well in the com- 
munity, serving on the school board and 
‘filling other township offices. For many 
‘years he has had a hard time, his large 
fam'ly demanding all the supplies that 
his little farm could produce. About ten 
years ago the older boys, Peter and John, 
left the farm and sougint ways for their 
own subsistence. Jvhn followed the fath- 
er’s farming training, but Peter deter- 
mined t) try something clse. The aver- 
age farm boy in Kansas tries to teach 
school and this was his ambition. 

Hle iéarned all he could in the lUttle dis- 
trict school a mile away. There were only 
20 pupils in the district, and the schoc!'s 
avernoge attendance was less than a dozen, 
@> that the young men and women who 
came from the county seat as teachers 
gave him much extra help. But he went 
to a ncrmal school in Salina, 30 miles west, 
to fit himself vet betior for his chosen 
task, and there he made a reeon for 
sudiousness and hard work that was the 
marvel of the less earnest students. 


GOES TO A CHICAGO 
MISSIONARY SCHOOL.

A monument pleced last Wednesday in 
a lonely field between Wigg’s Station and 
Elizabethtown, seven miles southeast of 
Columbus, Ind., marks the center of pop- 
ulation of the United States proper at the 
end of the nineteenth century. It also com- 
memorates the folly of those who at the 
century's beginning thought it impoasible 
that seaboard civilization would ever pass 
beyond the Allegbenies. Our center of pop- 
ulation, including Alaska, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, is somewhere in Kansas— 
exactly where is unknown, as we have no 
census of the Filipinos. 

In 1% years the center traveled wastward 
478 miles, or about three feet per hour. The 
line made by its progvess was drawn to its 
southern most point in 1830 by the develop- 
ment of Kentucky, Tenneesee and the 
lower Mississippt region, wavered north un- 
til 1879. went south in 1889 and northward 
again in 1890. Its longest Jump was $1 miles 
between 1850 and 1860 because of the Call- 
fornta gold fever; the shortest was from

of the eastern cities, it traveled but 11 
miles west, and when the development of 
Texas.

Importaut Discovery Made 
in Arctic Siberia. 


BY JFSUP EXPLORING PARTY. 


BRINGS BACK INTERESTING EX- 
HIBITS AND LEGENDS. 

Prof. Bogoras Makes it Plain That 
the Red Man of the West and 
the Asiatic Eskimo Are of 
the Same Family. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—‘*The Eskimo and 


the Indian are of the same race and came 
from China.”’ 


. After spending two years in east arctic 


Siberia, making a study of the strange 
tribes that inhabit its bleak shores, Prof. 
Waldemar Jochelson has returned to New 
York and made the foregoing declaration 
in a report to the American Museum of 
Natural History, that is considered one o! 
the most important ever filed with the de- 
partment of anthropology of that or any 
simi‘ar institutéon. 

What was known as the Jesup North 
Pacific expedition was fitted out by the 
museum, with the assistance of the Rus- 
sian Imp‘rial Academy of Sciences and the 
Russian Imperial Geographical Soctety. 
Prof. Waldemar Jochelson and Prof. Wal- 
demar Bogoras, bith Russians, and asso- 
elated with the Russian Academy of 
Science. were engaged by the museum to 


undertake the task. 

They have brought back with them con- 
clusive pfoof. so they. assert, that the 
American Indian and the Asiatic Esk'mo 
are cloze kin, and that both ovteinally cam» 
from China. In this their report is cone.d- 
ered of greatest importance. 


Facts Support 


the Theory. 
» The evidence that , these conclusions are 
correct consists of 1500 specimens and ex- 
hibits taken from among the native tribes 
of the remote Siberian coast. Prof. Jochel 
son and Bogoras have among their spe‘l- 
mens a piece of Japanese iron over 2” 
years old, found in the far north land, and 
many weapons and legends which prove 


that the arctic Siberian and the Americar 
Indian were one and the same centuries 


ago. ’ 

All of this is taken to prove that there 
was what these explorers call a “round Pa- 
cific race."’ meaning that the inhabl‘ants of 
China, Japan,’ Arctic Sibe ia and North and 
South America were originally all one apd 
the same race. 

‘‘Whether the Indian crossed over to Asi- 
atic Russia or whether the Arctic people 
crossed over to this continent I cannot say, 
bu I am quite sure that we have, by our 
investigations, brought sufficient proof to 
‘stablish forever to the civiliz world 
that there was one round Pacific race of 
the same sh the Chinese and Japan- 
ese,’’ said Prof. Bogoras. . 

‘T found the words of the Chukchi tribe 
are the same in many instances as the 
words ueed by the American Indians for 
conveying the same thought. I have com- 
piled a dictionary of the language of Arctic 
tribes of about 20.000 words, and while I 
was there I learned to speak their lan- 


guage. 


Phonographs 
Brought Into Use. 

“Prof. Jochelson was all this time in the 
‘nterior studying the life and customs of 
the Yookaghirs, the Koryaks and the Ya- 
xats. ' 

“We had cameras with us and took pic- 
tures everywhere we went, and we took 
with us American phonographs, and had 
ths natives speak into them, thus being 


able to get records of their voices, giving 
language and accent, which can be used 
in furthering our comparative study of the 
American Indian. It was very amusing 
to see the’ Eskimo talk in the phonograph 
and afte®ward listen to his own wor 
They thought it was a live creature imi- 
tating them. 

“Another interesting exhibit we have for 
the museum ts a board with prayers paint- 
ed on it. The Chukchi tribe, savage ond 
wild as it is. has a relig.on of its own 
It worships some deity and its method of 
prayer is to paint in biood on a board 
a picture of what it wants and hold the 
board high tn the air. In this we can 
trace the American Indians’ former way 
of praying." 

Prof. Jochelson brought back from the 
interior tribes love letters written on birch 
bark. Thev are nothing but pictures. 

“It is difficult to explain how these peo- 
}'e stand the ccld,”" said Prof. Bogoras. 
“T saw men and women half naked while 
the thermometer was more than 50 de es 
helow zero. They did not geem to feel the 
cold. On the contrary, they would rub the 
snow on their naked bod.es, as if it were 
1 balm to them. Men half stripped would 
wrestle in the snow for our amusement 
and I took several photographs of them 
while carrying ‘,’ such games."’ 


DIP CLEANS TEXAS CATTLE.

In his hunting lodges he never appears in 
uniform. He wears a gray-green hunting 
suit and a soft felt hat of the same color, 
with a chamois’ beard stuck into the band. 
Affairs of state he cannot absolutely ig- 
nore even in a huntingbox, but his min- 
isters in Berlin know they are not to bother 
him with useless details when he is hunt- 
ing.

Will Not Accept 
Special Privileges. 

It As a pleasure to see his’ majesty on @ 
hunting expedition.. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that he is spared all the fatigues of 
hunting or that he wishes to be spared 
them. He takes stand among the huntsmen 
and rejects all privileges and all ad- 
vantages offered him. At a recent wild

PINE RIDGE INDIAN AGENCY, 58. 
Dak., Nov. 22.—The Sioux nation will send 
@ large delegation of their best orators and 
speakers to Washington during this winter 
and in the halls of Congress will tell of 
the ways in which the white men beat them 
out of the country known as the Back 
Hilis, and will demand the return of this 
greatest gold-producing region in the coun- 
try. 4 

On Nov. Wa delegation of 2% of these 
Indians calied on Congressman Martin at 
Hot Springs, 8. Dak.. and iaid their cause 
before him. The committee was composed 
of Sword, Afraidof-Bear, White Bear, 
Spotted Elk, Iron Hawk, Bearnose, Read 
Dog, Fast Thunder, Charging Cat, Weasel 
Bear, Pumpkin Seed, Long Cat; Goes-in- 
Center, Old Bull, Rock, Plenty Bear, 
White Cloud, Fire Thunder, Went After, 
little Want, Crazy Bear and Black White 
Man. All of these Indians are well-known 
Warriors and many of them are ch.efs and 
orators of renown. 

When the delegation, which rode horses 

' from the reservation to Hot Springs, a dis- 
tance of 20 miles, was 50 miles from their 
Gestination, they sent a courier to Martin, 
asking for the council. They requested that 
the pow-wow be held on the banks of the 

/ereat hot spring, which had been wor- 


stated the position and claims of the In- 
dians. He spoke in the native language 
and an interpreter was employed to trans- 
late his speech. The tall olf Indian arose 
from his seat, stalked to the center of the 
circte, bowed to the white man and sol- 
emniy began his oration. Red Dog has 
long been noted for his effective del‘very, 
and he put forth every effort on this occa- 
sion, using the short, terse sentences and 
impressive gestures which no white man 
can copy. After each rounded sentence 
Red Dog paused and the interpreter re- 
peated his words to the assembly. 


When the old man finished he shook hands 
with Martin and returned to his seat. Every 
indian in the delegation went through the 
same performance. Then Mr. Mart'n took 
the center of the ring and replied. His 
answer was that he would present the mat- 
ter to the President and to Congress on his 
return to Washington. He was much im-.- 
pressed with their claims. 


According to the story told by Red Dog, 
in making the treaty with the white men 
in 1876, the Indians sold only the foothills 
of the mountains, or as the old Indian ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘only to the edge of the pines.”’ 
But the white men took it all, and later 
have turned the unproductive Black Hills 
into one of the greatest wealth-producing 
sections in the country. The fame of Dead- 
wood and the Homestake mine is wor.id- 
wide. 

But the Indians were not contented with 
Congressman Martin's assurance that he 
would take the matter up on his return to 
Washington, and determ!ned to send a del- 
egation to the Capital City themselves.

FIRE IN THREE FACTORIES 


Damage to Ferguson-McKinney and 
Other Firms by Midnight Blaze 
Was About $45,000. 


Fire, which began at midnight Saturday 
in the bullding at 1009-18 Lucas avenue, oc- 
cupied by the Ferguson-McKinney Shirt 
Factory, Max Lipshitz, wholesale notions, 
and the St. Louis Suspender Co., damaged 
the building and stock of the three firms 
mentioned about $45,000 

The fire started in the sixth and top 
floor of the building, which is used as a 
laundry by Ferguson and McKinney. This 
floor was gutted. The automatic alarm sys- 
tem summoned the firemen and they kept 
the flames confined to this floor. 

Water and smoke damaged the stock of 
shirting on the three floors below and the 
stock of Mr. Lipshitz, who ocoupied tne 
ground floor. 

The stock of the St. Louis Suspender Co.., 
which occupied the second floor on the east 
side of the building, was damaged. 

M. Lipshitz stated that he carried a $37,000 
stock, and thought the damage would be 
two-thirds of the value. It is insured. 

Thomas Dunn, the owner of the building, 
could not estimate his loss, but said it was 
covered by insurance. 

Mr. Forrest Ferguson of Ferguson & Mc- 
Kinney, said that his stock was Insured, 
and that ‘he estimated the damage at more 
than two-thirds its value, which was $50,000, 

During the day 400 girls are employed in 
the factory.

ourse, in the deepest water, where the wall 
ll be approximately 22 feet high. The 
estern part of the wall begins at Castile 
litams and runs almost due south a dis- 
ce of about a hundred yards, where it 
turns rather sharply a little to the west- 
rd. At its southwestern extremity it 
wupports a skeleton tower surmounted by 
he temporary lighthousy. From that point 
he line runs northeasteriy a short distance, 
en nearly north and then to the north- 


I 


ern point of the tsland, almost opposite the 
entrance to the Atlantic Basin, in Brooklyn. 

Except two wide gaps—one about midway 
of the west wall, and the other a short dis- 
tance from the southwest corner of the in- 
closure in the south wall—the entire line 
of the work is now visible at l¢gw water. 
These gaps are left! as tideways! and are 
at the points where: the old channel from 
the main ship charhel crossed the shoals 
of that part of the harbor to the mouth 
of Gowanus Canal. Tugs and other light 
draft vessels still! use this short cut, 
which has been left; open for mare impor- 
tant reasons than the mere convenience of 
the navigators of harbor craft. ft will be 
utilized in conveying the material to be 
used in filling the area to be transformed 
into dry land to the point where it is to be 
dumped. 

VYpon the rough wall of lenns stone a 
‘dressed stone sea wall nine feet; high end 
wide enough to withstand the! constant 
beating of\the surf will eventually be erect- 
ed. Probably that part of the work, how- 
ever, will be celayed until the space be- 
tween the breakwater and the old sea wall 
has been made into dry land.

The marriage license clerk at Alton is’ 


Frank A. Bierbaum, at the Alton Savings 
Bank. Mr. Blerbaum is the deputy of the 
county clerk, and he issues all the marriage 
licenses secured at Alton. It Is not legal 
for a couple to take a St. Louls license into 
another state and be married upon it, so all 
the St. Louisans, who go to Alton, must 
first find Mr. Bierbaum. He is at the 
corner of Belle and: Third streets, three 
blocks from the Alton Unfon Station. 

Mr. Bierbaum is a live young man. He is 
selling something the people want, and he 
knows It. So he advertises his marriage li- 
censes in quite a remarkable way. He 
offers a cooking range to the handsomest 
St. Louis couple applying to him for a mar- 
riage license this year. ne of Mr. Bier- 
baum's licenses costs $2, of which the 
deputy gets one-half. So eloping 8t. 
Loulsans net Mr. Bietbaum about $100 in a 
year. 

No St. Louis suburb! can hope to be popu- 
lar with elopers and be without tts mar- 
ryfng*squire. Altcn has one. He is Soutre 
Barnet Nathan. Mr.’ Nathan has married 
many hundreds of St. Louls couples in the 
five or six vears sinée he first became a 
justice of the peace. He can tie a knot 
quick and secure, and his marrying hours 
are from midnight around to midnight 


again. He may be had at his office, at his 
restaurant, at his home—any place he may 
be met. 


Sometimes an eloping couple give rich 
awards in Alton. No squire of Alton can 


ever forget ‘he time when Charles Drum- 


mond, one of the sons of the late James T. 
Drummond, eloped to Alton with his sweet- 
heart and nanded Squire Jonathan Quarton, 
now deceased, a cool $100 for marrying him. 


THE REAL GRETNA GREEN. 


‘HILE the name Gretna Green 

W has been for years a household 

word, few persons are probably 
aware ‘hat the popularity ef Gretna Green 
as the Mecca of eloping couples wae 
brought about by an trate brother who was 
once prime minister of England. 

This prime minister was Lomi Pelham, 
whose sister sought. to marry a boli high- 
wayman known to her as Jack Freeland 
and to the Bow street runners by a score of 
aliases. This was in 1753. In that year many 
anwnfdertunate person sat with his debts tn 
Flesat street prison. In order to tug an 
honest penny, they announced, through 
touts, that they would marry couples quick- 
ly- and‘at the smallest cost. As a result, 
hundreds of ,7irls took this short cut te 
matrimony. 

But ahe was recognized and there was a 
walt. Then the bold brid m was also 
recognized and arrested. Lord Pelham was 
so enraged that he had a bill passed ren- 
dering hasty marriages in England illegal, 
and then Gertna Green as an eloping cen- 
ter was born. 

Of course some who were wed at Gretna 
Green did not elope, but were married thete 
just for a lark or the romance of the thing, 
just as St. Louis couples now seek Clayton 
or Belleville; and many of the so-called 
priests were just as anxious for the bust- 
ness a#* any modern clergymen or justices. 

In 18% the eloping law was passed in 
Scotland, making it necessary for one of 
the parties to have lived in Scotland at 
least fbur weeks, but prior to that time 
two minutes were sufficient to unite a 
couple at Gretna. The breathless pair de- 
clared their single state and their desire 
to be married before the “priest” and a 
witness, A certificate was made out and 
put on; record. A fee was paid and the 
couple were married before the horses were 
unhitched. The fee ranged from a glass of 
whisky to a hundred guineas, and was paid 
when the service was three-quarters over— 
an arrangement rendered advisable by the 
incursicn of the enraged parent tn pursuit. 

One of the best known of the Gretna 
Green marriages was that of the Earl of 
Westmoreland, who carried off the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Child, the rich London banker. 
Northward through the May night their 
carriagy rattled, the horses at the gallop. 
Fast a#* they drove, Mr. Child tn pursuit 
drove faster. He was about to snatch the 
trembling bride from her groom when the 
earl argse in his carriage, drew his pistol, 
took careful aim and fired. Mr. Child's 
near legder fell and Miss Child became the 
ones of Westmoreland. 
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iis father and his grandfather were friends 
of the Engilgh. His ' grandfather sold the 
English Singapore. The Sultan plays polo, 
and is as good a shot and as keen a sports- 
man as the great American bear hunter 
Teddy himsev¥.

In St. Joseph there are special facilities 
for the propagation of pickerel.

They require their natural 
elements, like trout. You cannot keep 
trout alive unless they are near a spring.

So 
we are not hatching them any more. There 
is a spring at the St. Joseph hatchery es-

Having cured defects of sight 
and hearing by the constant use of the oil 
in his yougger years, he resorted to it when, 
one day, in his 65th year, he found that he 
could not jump off a wagon to the ground 
with hig accustomed ease. His joints 
were growing stiff. Old age was upon him 
and he was frightened. 

He then commenced the use of olive oil 
as an external application to the .joints 
and muscles and kept it up. He began the 
study of his diet and evolved his system of 
exercises. A photograph of the captain, 
taken in 1861, about the time when he first 
began to think of preserving himself sys- 
tematically, shows a far older-looking man 
than the photographs taken this year. 

The invariable use of distilled water is 
another of the captain's pet doctrines. This 
is to avoid the carbonates and lime invari- 
ably found in spring and well water, from 
which come the calcareous deposits in the 
tissues that represent the cause of old age. 
By keeping these calcareous substances 
out of his system Capt. Goddard believes 
that he Is better able to fight off the par- 
tial osgification characteristic of advanced 
years.

HE Missouri School for the Blind in 

é St. Louis abounds in wonderful 

work, but it is unlikely that there is 

anything which commands more admira- 

tion upon the part of visiiors than the 
work in zoology. 

There are some right good entomologists 
and zoologists at this home .for the biind 
students of Missouri. They have .ine col- 
lections of insects and bugs, all artistica!ly 
arranged, and it is quite wonderful tu see 
with what dexterity and skill the y arrange 
and identify these, though their eyes do 
not see. 

The blind zoologists do not, of course, 
capture their own specimens. They are 
assisted in this during the summer, for 
there are willing brothers and sisters to go 
chasing butterflies and beetles. 

The class in zoology at the school is one 
largest there. It is comprised of 
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boys and girls in almost equal numbers, and 
the interest In the work is quite as pro- 
nounced as it is in anything undertaken 
at the Missouri School for the Blind.

W HEN our principaé suggested that 


the pupils of the zoology class 

make a collection of Insects, the 
idea struck me as promising some interest- 
ing and profitable pestime for the holi- 
days. The work once fairly begun proved 
of even greater Interest than I had expect- 
ed. L can imagine no happter combination 
of healthful and pleasure 
than pursuing th butterfly among thie 
blossoms or the dragon fly along the 
brooks. To the energetic collector there Is 
a degree of satisfaction in securing @ fin 
specimen not unlike that felt by the hunter 
upon slaying big gamé. 

But I would not have you believe that 
collecting insects differs from all other 
work by being free from all drawbacks; 
for such is not the case. In the first place, 
public opinion is against this type of a 
Nimrod. The aevrage individual being un- 
able to understand how a crawling worm, 
or a repulsive locking bug can be of inter- 
est to any one, is apt to regard the col- 
lector as a mysterious character and make 
a significant gesture in the direction of the 
forehead upon seeing him sally forth with 
butterfly net. Especially is this the 
far out in the rural districts where

Then, too, the resemblance of differ- 
ent species of the same genus is a prolifie 
source for errors in nam 

Take for éxample, the butterfiles Monarch 
and Viceroy—numbers 15 and 38 in this 
collection. It will be observed that there is 
®ut a slight difference in size; and to the 
casual observer, thelr coloring is every 
way alike. A closer inspection, however, 
reveals a traverse band of black on the 
latter by which {it may always be dis« 
tinguished from the Monarch, though there 
are some small markings which ate alee 
different. 

I regard my summer’s work as tut a be- 
ginning and shall continue as opportunity 
offers. 

The butterfly is one of the most fre- 
quent victims of the insect collector’s 
prowess. This, perhaps, is due chiefly to 
its delicate form and brilliant coloring 
which appeal to the esthetic side of man’s 
nature.

The ignorant operator who does not know 
the form of and location of the muscles and 
the bony structure of ithe face, as well as 
the looation of the larger blood vessels 
and nerves, is capabid of doing great and 
permanent injury in deep kneading move- 
ments. 

The kneading movement is executed by 
compressing the tissue# with the thumb and 
fitigers ageingt the bory under-surfaces. 


Movements Should Be Outward. 

The movements should always proceed in 
an outward direction. : 

Beginning, for examplé, at the corners of 
the mouth, make the movement upward and 
outward. ; 

Geginning at the rings of the nostrils, 
working upward and qutward. 

Beginning at tne cheqk muscles and work- 
ing up to the tem ple; pauscle—always up-

The effect of digital vibrations on the 
face is to increase the blood supply and 
dilate the blood vessels. 

In time the muscles are revived by the 
increased nourishment they receive and be- 
come strong and full.

is useful where there is a flabby condition 
of the cheeks and throat. 

Confine the movements to the cheeks, 
working up and outward. 

Petrissage or grasping kneading is an- 
other form of deep massage, requiring the 
greatest skill for its proper performance.
